It is said that Mrs. General Sherman is 
the only American to whom the Pope has 
ever given “the gel den rose’’ a religious 
emblem instituted more than five hun­ 
dred years ago. It has has been bestowed 
on Queens and Princess es, but never be­ 
fore on an American. It will be remem­ 
bered that Mrs. Sherman once collected 
or the Pope a “Peterspenee” of $60,000. 


Charley Reed has about reached the 
end of the rope rn the matter of trying 
o save Guiteau’s neck. The decision of 
he District Court of District of Colum­ 
bia is against the motion for a reopening 
of the case. Tile decision is short aud to 
the point, as will be seen from the follow­ 
ing, which embraces the entire decision: 
‘In the case of Guiteau, the judges who 
istened to the argument rn that case 
have come to the conclusion that they 
have exhausted their powers upon it; 
th at they have heard it patiently, fully 
and fairly, and that a re-argument would 
bring no other conclusion than that al­ 
ready arrived at, aud they decline to re 
open the case for the argument. 


A proprietor of one of the mills in 
Pittsburg, and w ha is rega rded as one of 
the best informed men in the iron busi­ 
ness, said, a day or two ago iii reply to a 
question as to whether ho thought the 
strikers would succeed in having the new 
scale of prices adopted: “Oh, yes, I be­ 
lieve they will for the simple reason that 
the manufacturers are not prepared to 
fight 
the Amalgamated 
Association. 
There is no coercion among them 
There 
is nothing to hold them together. They 
will break before long, aud one will fol­ 
low the other in adopting the new order 
of things.” 
“How long will it lie until that break 
begins?” 
“I could not state any definite time of 
course. If the manufacturers remain shut 
down for sixty days they might as well 
not light their fires for the rest of the 
year, because if they do they will not have 
enough ta do to keep them busy. Within 
that time the large contracts will all be 
placed, particularly those of Eastern cap­ 
italists, and they will give them to Eng­ 
lish manufacturers, aud can be sure 
of having them filled within thirty 
days.” 


The United States Senate, if not punc­ 
tilious, is certainly very careful in re­ 
gard to the question of the propriety of 
the president pA*. tem. to designate who 
shall preside in his absence. Ga Friday 
J udge Davis was absent from the chair, 
having gone to administer to the necessi­ 
ties of a sick colored servant, aud desig­ 
nated m writing that Senator Ingalls, of 
Kansas, should 
preside. 
While not 
doubting Judge Davis’ right to do this, 
the Senate looked upon the proceeding 
with 
considerable 
alarm, 
and 
to 
avoid 
tile establishment of 
a pre­ 
cedent 
which 
it 
considered 
dan­ 
gerous, dec hied to adjourn till Judge 
Davis* returu which would prevent Mr. 
Ingalls from taking the chair. 
It was 
thought i n case of the death of President 
Arthur and J udge Davis, then Mr. In­ 
galls, might succeed to the Presidency 
without having been elected by the Sen­ 
ate. It did not waut to ratify Judge 
Davis* designation, and t» relieve the 
Senate of a peculiar embarrassment, an 
adjournment was taken. When the Sen­ 
ate of tile United States will take this 
course in such a matter 
it suggests 
the necessity of poperly providing by 
law who shall succeed to Un* office of 
President when the President aud acting 
Vice President shall have been removed 
by death.

C le v e la n d , Ohio, June 5.—Fires were 
started last night in the mills of the 
Cleveland Rolling Mill company, ami 
their declared intention to start up with 
nou-union men this morning was carried 
out in part, although the force that weld 
to work this morning was wholly made, 
quate to the work to be done. Tile officers 
of the company claim 1,000 non-union 
rneu went to work, but by actual count 
there were less than OOO unskilled labor­ 
ers at work. It was expected there would 
be trouble when the men weut to work 
this morning, and a detail of police was 
sent to the ^Eighteenth ward to quell 
disturbances. 
Shortly 
before 
seven 
o’clock 
a. 
rn. 
the 
Bohemian 
laborers who had been engaged to take 
the place of the striking union men pro­ 
ceeded toward the mill. The street was 
filled with the strikers, but no warlike 
demonstrations were 
made, although 
about IOO of the non-union men were 
turned from their course. Less than 300 
then went to work, but being unskilled, 
only a small amount of work was turned 
out. 
The day passed quietly until tho hour 
for closing the mill, when the non-union 
men were chased home by the strikers. 
Many small fights were indulged rn, and 
knives and pistols brought into play to a 
limited extent, although no general row 
occurred. Those in a position to know 
claim 
that 
there 
will 
not 
be 
fifty 
non-union 
men 
who 
will 
dare to go to work in the morning. The 
display of non-union men to-day was cer­ 
tainly much smaller than had been an­ 
ticipated, and the indications are that the 
strikers will by moral and physical sua­ 
sion convince these that they don’t want 
to go to work again in the morning. 
The strike here has readied a crieis, 
and the next few days will decide wheth­ 
er the union men are to gaiu their point 
or not. 
P ittsb u r g , Juue 5.—Tho iron situa­ 
tion continues without material change. 
The latest incidents regarded by the 
workmen as indicative of their fiual suc­ 
cess, a few days before tho strike com­ 
menced Oliver Bros/ & Phillips, who 
employ 3,800 men, and are the largest 
manufacturers of specialities in the coun­ 
try, 
ordered 
repairs for their works 
winch would require three months to 
complete. It is now stated that they will 
be ready to run within a month. Other 
manufacturers have also countermanded 
orders for extensive repairs. 
Working 
men are of the opinion that while man­ 
ufacturers of this district waut to resist 
the demand as long as possible, they 
have determined not to allow those of 
other districts to get the better of them, 
and on indication of a general break, 
they will quickly follow snit, in order to 
hold their trade. Several firms have al­ 
ready been compelled to buy Eastern 
iron to fill their contracts. The demand 
for iron has improved considerably since 
the strike, but manufacturers say this is 
the result of a panic among dealers who 
are afraid the strike will be of long dura­ 
tion. 


W a s iiin g l o v , Juue 5.—It looks very 
doubtful n >w whether any exceptions to 
the compulsory retirement clause will be 
made. The Democrats are out of humor 
because the amendment offered to take 
in Hancock was defeated, and it is be­ 
lieved will now vote solidly against mak­ 
ing exceptions of Sherman aud Sheridan. 
It is believed that the rider will pass, 
however, in some shape, because nearly 
all the officers of tho army aud the Secre­ 
tary of War are in favor of it. 
General 
Sherman aud General Ingalls arc opposed 
to it, but General Sheridan’s friends are 
all working zealously for the measure, us 
it would place him in command of tho 
army, anti he is the most popular general 
officer in the service to-day.

A Trip Into the Rocky Moun­ 
tains. 


TRAIN ROBBERS FOILED. 


Sr. L o u is, June 5.—The Republican’s 
Dallas (Texas) special says: About three 
o’clock this morning, when the north 
bound Missouri Pacific passenger traiu 
from Laredo to St. Louis was passing 
through the deep cut ono mile north of 
Denton, it was signaled by a lantern and 
stopped. A train robbery on this line 
bas been anticipated for some time, aud 
the trains have heavily armed guards on 
them. When the tram stopped four mon, 
wearing pasteboard masks, sprang into 
the 
mail car 
with 
drawn pistols. 
First shots were without effect, but the 
robbers turned and ran up over the 
embaukmeut of the cut, pursued by the 
guard. One of the robbers was seen to 
fall, spring to his feet again, and make to 
the brush in tho darkness. Tile guards 
aud the train men returned to the cars, 
and the train was backed down to Den­ 
ton, where the alarm was given, and a 
posse of officers and citizens immediately 
organized and started in pursuit. 
The 
tarn then proceeded to St. Louis. 
To-day the dead body of 
one of 
the robbers was found a few hun­ 
dred yards from the scene of 
the 
conflict, with his head and back riddled 
with buckshot He was identified as S. 
P. Shelton, son of a respectable Joliuson 
county farmer, living fifty miles from 
Denton. He was about 22 years old. and 
had been recently working on a farm 
near Denton. This 
evening another 
member of the gang surrendered to the 
police and is now in jail. His name is 
James Carter, son of a farmer near Den­ 
ton. He says the robbery was planned 
by the two robbers who are still at 
large.

NO. THREE. 
The ride up the valley of the Arkansas 
River is by no means monotonous on the 
first trip. To the eye of the traveler 
there is continually presented a wide 
stretch of level land, with gentle swells 
with some dist ance back on both sides of 
tho river. He is occupied, from early 
morning until late in the evening, in 
studying the same, and yet varying scen­ 
ery along the route. He catches only oc­ 
casional views of the stream, which runs 
iu 
a steady amt 
unbroken current 
through this region, while it descends 
fully 4,000 feet in it this side of the 
mountains. It rarely ever overflows its 
banks, even when it is highest amid the 
rains late in the summer. Usually patches 
of sand appear in its bed, covered over 
with white alkali deposits. 
Very few 
trees or shrubs, single or in clumps, are 
seen along tho stream; and rarely away 
from it, except in the settlements and at 
the ranches. At first, new and thriving 
villages are passed, and farther on small 
hamlets ol straggling houses. It is in­ 
teresting to observe the homes and well- 
hedged fields of the farmers, gradually 
becoming less in number and located ut 
greater intervals apart, until they wholly 
disappear; aud iu their places are now 
and then found the substantial buildings 
and cattle corrals of the ranchmen. A 
peculiar sense of freedom is experienced 
as one travels the western portion of 
Kansas, and realizes that ho is beyond all 
fences or other enclosures of cultivated 
land, and can travel, in any direction over 
the next half of the continent, unre­ 
strained except by the natural barrier of 
the country and by the houses and yards 
of a few villages and cities which he may 
chance to approach in the rugged and 
barren regime beyond. Such a feeling 
never entered my mind but once before, 
and that was some years since when 
standing at the extreme limit of the oc­ 
cupation of 
a seemingly boundless 
prairie by some families in Minne­ 
sota, 
and 
my 
eyes 
wandered 
over 
tho 
vast 
soctton 
to 
the 
West on toward the distant reservations 
of Sioux Indians, without a single dwell­ 
ing or any other sigu of human labor in 
sight. 
The grass on all sides in the valley 
grows smaller and thinner, loses after a 
while its green color and looks seared and 
dead. Small bunches of wild sage aud a 
species of the Mexican soap-plant begin 
to appear. Tho ground is dry and hard, 
the air is cooler, and somewhat exhilerat- 
iug, and, on any extra exertion of the 
body, the breath is quicker snd more la­ 
bored. There are no clouds or mists in 
the sky, and the sunlight is dazzling. 
Still the broad, slightly undulating, and 
treeless plain lies ahead of us. We re­ 
alize that we are under the control of un­ 
seen physical forces operating from a 
distance, and unlike those which are pro­ 
ducing the side-branching cottonwoods, 
the thrifty fruit-orchards, and the boun­ 
tiful wheat fields of eastern and central 
Kansas. Our curiosity is thoroughly 
awakened to discover the source of these 


forces in the high table-lands and moun­ 
tain peaks beyond the western rim of the 
horizon. 
It would surprise you to see the in­ 
numerable herds of cattle and occasional 
Hocks of sheep, feeding along the banks 
of the Arkansas. I had never formed an 
adequate conception of the extent of the 
branch >f industry which they represent, 
as pursued along the lines of tho rivers 
nu the plains thousands of miles north 
and south of us, and all along the eastern 
slopes of the Rocky mountains, and in 
the valleys between. The profit in this 
business must be immense. An old ac­ 
quaintance of mine cleared this spring, 
$45,HOO on an investment of less than 
three times that sum, in a nine months’ 
operation of buying and selling three 
small herds of cattlo in the Panhandle 
portion of Texas, just to the south of us. 
While conversing with him, I heard for 
the first time the word “rustler” so often 
used iii this region, and in the moun­ 
tains. Ile was describing tho merits of 
the cows in one of his herds, which moved 
briskly about uud picked up their food, 
aud said they were “good rustlers.” Moon 
after a seatcompauiou saw some antilopes 
on a rise of ground a few rods from tho 
train, and remarked incidentally tliut they 
were “rustling creature^.” I found af­ 
terwards that tho term 
is 
applied, 
in the mines aud at the railroad stations, 
to a brisk and active business man, to the 
roving and discontented bands of Indi­ 
ans, aud to the thieves and robbers who 
prowl about in the night time. 


I 
At mauy of tho depots, tho traiu takes 


I on passengers who are starting either for 
■ the mining regions or for their ranches. 
Some are operators in tho silver mines of 
Colorado and New Mexico; a few are the 
freighters, driving six and eight mule 
teams in the mountains; and others are 
cow-boys or owners of herds of cattle and 
horses, on their way to care for their 
stock and to attend “the round-ups” of 
these, which are just beginning to take 
place*. Everywhere their friends, part ing 
with them, would close with tho hearty 
admonition, “Now take care of yourself.” 
These men carry with themselves con­ 
stantly tho spirit of self-reliance and tho 
sense of exposure to danger, such as tho 
inhabitants in “tho States” never real­ 
ize. 
This has been for centuries the great 
grazing region of the myriad herds of 
buffalos. Seldom are they now seen in 
the vicinity of the track. A robust hunt­ 
er informed me that he could rido in 
twenty-four hours to a secluded place to 
the north, where a few could bo found; 
and invited me to make the journey with 
him. With many thanks I declined for 
the want of time, though I confess that 
my longing for the adventure nearly got 
the better of my judgment. Only think 
of getting a shot at one of those mighty 
monarchs of the plains, and bringing bim 
down with your cool aud well-directed 
aim! But these animals, what remuiu of 
them, are mainly on the unfrequented 
and barren lands to the south, hundreds 
of miles away, m Western Texas and tho 
adjoining portions ef New Mexico. Their 
bones in the river bottoms hereabouts 
which they have abandoned, are new 
gathered, and car-loads of them are week­ 
ly shipped to tho East. At a small sta­ 
tion near the western boundary of Kan­ 
sas, I saw large piles of these bones, 
blackened, solid-looking, and ready to bo 
loaded on the freight-cars. For miles 
aud.miles in several places, our train 
crossed the parallel trails which the 
buffalos had trodden, in the years past. 
in the compact soil, as they traveled to 
the river to drink and tile back to the 
numerous slopes to feed. 
Iu tho afternoon I was employed a 
good part of the time in watching the 
appearance and vanishing of many mir­ 
ages ahead of me on tho right and left. 
A large lake with its shores in clear out­ 
line would rise before tile vision, then a 
section of largo river with small groves 
of trees on its father bank, aud again a 
vast marsh with spots of green herbage 
scattered through it, and also large pools 
of water in various parts. 
Tho illusions 
were perfect, and I thought now tantiliz- 
ing they could be to a heated and thirsty 
traveler, at many poiuts in these and 
wastes. 
The soil up the valley of tho Arkansas 
seems to be composed in most places of 
those ingredients which would mako it 
exceedingly fertilo 
if only sufficient 
water could bo applied to it. 
Notwith­ 
standing its elevation above tile sea, tho 
atmosphere n ear tho ground is made 
very warm by tho sun in the day-time 
during the spring and summer. 
The 
questiou would now, aud then, force itself 
upon me, “Why cannot this long strip of 
land on both sides of the river and for 
some distance back be irrigated, and thus 
converted into the most productive gra- 
dens and cornfields?” Tho stream falls 
uniformity on an average at least eight 
feet per mile, and the water could readily 
carried into the tops of the ridges from 
one to five miles from the river. 
What 
was my gratification to find on arriving 
at Garden City, where a small village is 
just starting in Western Kansas, that the 
experiment of irrigating the laud on an 
extensive scale is hero in operation. 
A 
ditch twenty miles rn length has been 
dug, aud the water from tho Arkansas 
is conducted back intotkc higli land, and 
runs down through ploughed fields and 
well tilled gardens. The yield hero last 
year was very remmerative. 
I asked a 
recent settler who cultivates this season 
several forties, “How much does it cost 
to secure sufficient water for your land?” 
Ho replied, “A dollar an acre a year.” 
I involuntarily said,” That is cheaper 
rain, as you can have the sunshine nearly 
all the time, and don’t have’ to wait in 
your work during tho stormy days.” 
N’ght came upon us before we reached 
La Juuito, in Colorado, where the {Santa 
Fe railroad branches off for New Mexico 
and Arizona; and I intend to rest with 
the expectation of awaking in tho morn­ 
ing in full sight of the Spanish Peaks 
and the Raton Mountains.

ZAMLOCH S ASSISTANT. 


T b s T r ib u la tio n * o f a Magician. 
When Zamloch, tile popular magicias, 
was in San Francisco some time ago, 
says the Laramie Boomerangf he was 
short an assistant, ami, as he had a big 
engagement at the Standard Theater, he 
had to skirmish around and get one on 
abort notice. 
Fate threw in his way a man whom 
we will call Higgins, because that was 
his name. 
Higgins walked over to the magician’s 
house and went through several rehears­ 
als 0. K., but at about a qurter of 8 in 
the evening, and while the orchestra 
was playing, he told Zamloch that he 
was so near-sighted that ho couldn't tell 
across the street the difference between 
a black tom cat and the solar eclipse. 
This seemed to throw a shade of sad­ 
ness over the mind of the conjurer, for 
the assistant in a performance of this 
kind has 
sense on r , 
to be a man with eveiy 
alert, and with a touch at 
once delicate and certain. 
It won’t do 
to go across the stage like a blind mule, 
falling over chairs and knocking a choice 
illusion 
The man wi 
west every few minutes, 
can’t see ten feet with 
any degree of accuracy is liable to mar the 
magic cf a choice performance, and the 
audience will see that, instead of being a 
supernatural power, it is only a club­ 
footed assistant who ought to be skinning 
mules at $2 a week, who is doing the 
business. 
So the professor told Higgins that he 
had better go down town and get him a 
pair of glasses, as he didn’t want to ex­ 
pose all his expensive tricks to a San 
Francisco audience at regular prices of 
admission. 
He said he might want to 
ase these same tricks again some time 
and he hated like blazes to give himself 
dead away while he was doing so well. 
Just as the curtain rang^up, Higgins 
came hack with his goggles and joy was 
unconfined. He got along pretty well 
till there was an illusion introduced in 
which the magician took a bird cage 
and a lot of other furniture out of a port­ 
folio lying on the table, winding up by 
picking a live boy out of the volume. 
The portfolio lay on an ordinary table, 
ami ZaLiloch had cut a trap-door under- 
t blatti this, and provided Higgins, who 
was under the stage, with a short lad­ 
der. Upon a given signal the assistant 
was to open tile trap, abd, shoving up 
the ladder, scoot the bov through the 
table, this magician then taking him out 
of the portfolio to slow music and deaf­ 
ening applause. 
Zamloch had taken out just before 
four or five large lithographs, and stood 
them up, carelessly like, against the 
legs of the table, when he gave the sig­ 
nal to his assistant to jab the boy 
through the floor and table into the 
portfolio. 
Higgins, whose eyesight was about as 
good as that of a plaster cast of Milton, 
rammed the ladder up against the litho­ 
graphs aud knocked them down, so that 
toe most attractive" feature of the illu­ 
sion whs the dissolving view of 
freckled-nosed boy shinning up a 92 
ladder through the trap-door. 
Most everybody in the theater seemed 
about something except Zeal­ 
and the boy. The utmost 
seemed to reign throughout 


Zamloch, however, seemed to have I 
preoccupied and far-away look. Hig< 
gins, too, seemed to feel as though per 
naps he might have made a miss-lick 
somehow. 
The boy thought the spectators were

urest water. A diamond as notable as 
lis we could positively identify from its 
characteristics. Here is another,” pick­ 
ing up a yellow stone, “ that weighs 
nearly as much, two aud three-fourths 
carats, and is yet worth only $275, be­ 
cause of its color. Yellow’ diamonds are 
hard to identify by appearance, because 
they are s* * j den til ul. Diamonds come of 
all colors, pink, blue and brown being 
rare and worth much more than yellow. 
The pure white, free from stain or flaw, 
is the most valuable of all. Odd colors 
are so rare that they afford a ready 
means of identification. Here is a black 
diamond,” he said, holding 
brilliant that oddly cornbin 
transparency with a blackish tint; 
“ this is one of tho largest aud hest 
black diamonds in the world. 
It weighs 
five carats, and is worth $2,500. 
Now’, 
here,” picking up a lauutiful diamond of 
a clear pink hue, “ is a curiosity, that 
we could readily identify anywhere. It 
weighs eight carats, less a sixteenth, 
and is worth $5,OOO. The color is a 
lure one, and it is exquisitely pure. 
Here is another extraordinary diamond.” 
He showed u large pearl-sliai»ed stone of 
a cinnamon color. 
“ That is an East 
Indian g* rn, and is very old. Although 
it weighs seventeen carats it is not worth 
as much a> the smaller pink brilliant, 
on account of its color. Its value is 
$4,000. Such marked stones as those I 
have shown you we could positively 
identify by their characteristics. 
But 
there would be no means of identifying 
such stones as these,” he said, as ho 
poured a handful of small diamonds on 
the table. 
They were nearly all oft 
color, and of small size. 
“ How, then, do you avoid mistakes 
and protect yourself against fraudulent 
claims wlieu you take diamonds to set? 
“ In the first place, we will have 
nothing to do with paste, no matter 
what price might ho offered us to set it. 
Nobody in the store is allowed to wear 
rn paste gem, aud if by mistake a paste 
brilliant is taken in at the repair counter 
it is immediately sent hack to the ow ner. 
That rarely happens. Some time ago, 
when we refused to reset a stone on the 
ground that it was paste, the owner was 
greatly surprised to hear that it was not 
genuine. 
The lady investigated the 
matter, and found that a dishonest ser­ 
vant had removed the diamond and sub­ 
stituted a paste gem. She had never 
known the difference, although an ex* 
»pert does not hesitate a moment in pro­ 
nouncing upon the genuineness of a 
atone. 
“ When a diamond is brought to us,” 
Mr. Andrews went on, “ it goes imme­ 
diately into the hands of an expert who 
gives it microscopic scrutiny. It is 
weighed, any chip or flaw is noted, and 
all these facts are recorded together with 
a little diagram indicating (he location 
of the defects. Then it goos into the 
workmau’s hands. This enables us to 
bo certain that we are returning exactly 
the same diamond that we take in. No 
one d ia m o n d in a t h o u s a n d is free from 
flaws, so that there are always identify­ 
ing characteristics. 
People are fre­ 
quently surprised to find their diamonds 
have defects, hut it is often the case that 
the cutter will leave in a flaw7 that can 
be covered by the setting, as very fre­ 
quently the cutting out of a defect would 
lose a half a carat or more of weight.” 
“ Will diamonds chip off in wear­ 
ing?” 
“ Very rarely. You may lay a dia­ 
mond on ail anvil and strike it with a 
h a m m e r and it will not break. At the 
same time a diamond lias a |grain, and a 
blow that happens to strike it along the 
line of cleavage may clip it Most of 
the defects in stones are natural. Per­ 
fect pearls are even rarer than perfect 
diamonds. I recollect that a dealer once 
brought to us a collection of pearls 
valued at $250,000, and there was only 
one absolutely perfect one iii the lot. The 
rarity of perfect pearls makes ms con­ 
sider this one of our most extraordinary 
pieces of jewelry.”

They w’ore all perfectly round, 
and some were iridescent. 
“ Those we 
call Orients,” ho said, “ and they are 
extremely rare.

Lemon Unit tire in Florida. 
Florida leu bs tmve rot generally 
found favor iu Eastern markets, owing 
to their large, thick skins tun! inferior 
flavor. 
A few individuals, however, 
who believed tile soil of Florida adapted 
for the culture of that fruit aa well aa 
oranges, have l>een experimenting with 
lemon seedlings imported from /Sicily 
and Messina, and planted them, it is 
claimed, with perfect success. 
A writer 
from Lake Poinsett says : 
The lemon produced had much 
of tho size of the old Florida fruit, but 
was thin-skinned, of bright golden color, 
and juicy beyond comparison. They at 
once took rank in market as the best 
lemons that were offered, and commanded 
a premium. Sales are reported for cer­ 
tain months of last season at $12.25 a 
box of 160 lemons. A peculiar fact of 
lemon culture is that the imported lemon 
can not be raised in Florida from the 
seed. Any seed will do for the stump, 
but to produce the perfect fruit the 
stump must be budded from the im­ 
ported tree. The advantages of lemons 
over oranges are that tho trees bear 
sooner; they bear larger crops, tho 
fruit 
ripening 
continually for eight 
months, instead of a few months as is tho 
case with the orange. Another advan­ 
tage is that the season is longer than the 
orange, and the opjxirt unity for market­ 
ing at good figures better. 
“ Since the culture of the lemon has 
become general 
the Floridians have 
learned tile method of preparing the 
fruit for the market The evenness of 
size so notable in a box of foreign 
lemons is secured bv the use of a ring 
or 4 sizer. * On the Mediterranean lemons 
are never left on the tree until they get 
their color. An attendant goes to each 
ka<* passes a ring over each lemon, and 
n it fits the ring it is clipped and 
in a packing house, where the bright
